Section L' There is hereby conferred upon tha.I-gﬁl
coumy court of Columbia county, jurisdiction in ail S e “‘-W
civil actions, both as to matters of law and qqulty,
equal to and commensurate with the circuit court
" within the county of Columbia, for all sums not ex-
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ceeding five hundred dollarl- and said county court
shall exercise the same powers and jutisdiction within
the county of Columbia as are now exercised by the
circuit court in and for said county, in civil actions
within the above mentioned limits.
